a. Retiree Longevity Mr. Coffey read from some statistics given 
him by Mr. Fisher from the Civil Service Commission having to do with 
retirees. The Commission records show that on the average a male employee 
who retires at age 60 on other than disability retirement may be expected to 
draw an annuity for 17 years and women will average 22 years in a retired 
status. While these are the averages, any person whether retired or not 
should have his affairs in order, a valid will, adequate insurance coverage 
for his dependents and a knowledge by the dependents that these things have 
been taken care of.
